é, Greek minorities and-children of the partisans of Markos Live in camp 
Settlements and in community houses where they are subjected to denation- 
alization. The children go to school, where they study in the ferbo-Croat 
lanpuage, for four hours. During another four heuwrs each dey they are 
employed in farm labor. They ellegedly ere fort idden to correspond with 
each other or use their mothor tonrue. 
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
